Tho decision of tho 
Beliriug sea iribunal has just been handed 
down. Tho first five points of article6 are 
decided n^íunst tbo United States. 


A close season is established, to bos:iu 
May I, and to continue until July 31. This 
shall bo observed in tho Northern Pacific 
oceau and Behring aoa. A protected zone 
is established extending sixty miles around 
the seal l&Iands. 


PelaH:ic sealing is allowed outside this 
protected zone only after Aug, 1, 
The 
present 
indiscriminate and 
wholesale 
slaughter of seals by tho use of firearms is 
prohibited. 


Notwithstanding tho fact that the first 
five points of article (i are decided against 
the Unitod States, the American arbitra- 
tors express their satisfaction with tho 
text of the decision. 


After the decision was read Baron de 
Courcol, president of the tribunal, thanked 
the arbitrators for their intellÍKont atten- 
tion during the hearings. Lord Hanuen 
and Senator Morgan replied, acknowledg- 
ing the courtesy and hospitaJity of Baron 
de Courcel. 


The American arbitrators say the regu- 
lations decided upon by the tribunal mean 
practically the end of pelagic sealing. 
The terms, they say, are better than those 
heretofore olTered the United States by 
Great Britain iis a settlement of the ques- 
tions involved. 


After a preamble stating the case sub- 
mitted for decision the full text of the 
ftward runs as follows: 


We decide and determine as to the five 
points mentioned iu article 6 as to which 
our award la to embrace a distinct decieion 
upon each of them. 


As to the first of said-five points we, 
Baron Da Oonrcel, John M, Harlan, Lord 
Hannea, &ir John 8. D, Thompson, Mar- 
quid Kmilio Vteconti-Venosta and Gregoro 
W. W. Gram, being a majority of said ar- 
bitrators, do rtecide as follows: 


By the ukase of 1821 Russia claimed 
jurisdiction ii. the sea now known as Beh- 
ring hea CO the extent of 100 Italian miles 
troiu the coagtH and islands belongings to 
her, but in the course of the negotiations 
which led to the couclusioa of the treaty 
of Ití^ with the United States and the 
treaty of Ib25 with Great Britain Bussia 
i^djcuitted that her jurisdiction in said sea 
should be restricted so as to reach a canaou 
shot from shore. 
It appears that from 
th»t time up to th« time of the cession of 
Alaska to the United Stated Russia never 
asserted iu fact or exercised any exolusive 
Jurisdiction in Behring sea or any exclu- 
«ivo rights to the seal fisheries therein, 
beyond the ordinarj' limit of territorial 
waters. 


As to the second of the five points we, 
Baron de Courcel, John M. Harlan, Lord 
Uiuinen, ipír John S. D. Thompson, Mar- 
quis limllio Visoonti-Venosta and Gregero 
W. W. Gram, being a majority of said ar- 
bitrators, decide and determine that Great 
Britaut did not recngui^e or concede any 
•Uim upon the part of Russia to exclusivo 
Jurlsdiotlou a« to the seal fisheries In Behr- 
ing Boa outside the ordinary territorial 
waters. 


As to the third point, as to so much 
thereof as requires us to decide whether 
the bu4y of water now known as Behring 
sea was included in the phrase '^Pacihc 
occau," and used iu the treaty of 
bo- 
tweeu Great 
Brital n and 
Russi a, wo 
unanimously decido to determine that tho 
body of water now known as Behring sea 
was included in the phrase ''Pacificocean." 
OS used iu said treaty. 


Ou the fourth point we decide and deter- 
mine that all the rights of Ru.ssia to juris- 
dlotiou and to the seal fisheries passed to 
the United Status limited by the cession. 


Ou the fifth point we decide and deter- 
mine that tho United States have no right 
to the protection of or property in the seals 
fi-equenting the islands of tho 
United 
Stales in Buhriag sea when found outside 
tho ordinary 
three miio limit. 
And, 
whereas, the aforesaid determination oi 
the foregoing questions as to the exclusive 
jurisdiction of the United States leaves 
the subject in such a position that the con- 
eurrenoe of Great Britain is necessary to 
the establishment of regulations for tho 
proper protection and preservation of fur 
seals habituujiy resorting to Behring sea, 
we assent to the whole of the nine av-ticles 
•f the foiiowiug regulations as necessary 
•Utside of the jurisdiction limits of the 
respective governments, and that they 
should extei+d over the watea*s herein men- 
tioned.

WASinNGTON. Aug. 10.—The senate was 
Iq session yesterday only twenty minutes, 
and a considerable part of that time was 
occupied by the chaplain in an elociueiit 
eulogy of the late Senator Stanford, of 
California. All tho Democratic senators 
votod for Mr. Gorman's motion toadjoui*n. 
and were reinforced by all tho senators 
from the silver producing states. 
The 
negative vote was given by Republicans. 
The result was: yeas 48; nays »1. The 
house was not in session. 


WAsniKGTOK, Aug. 11.—Brevity was the 
feature of the senate proceedings yester- 
day. The chaplain confined himself to the 
Lord's Prayer, tho journal of Wednesday 
was embraced in a couple of paragraphs, 
and then the senate adjourned over till 
Monday. The day was a day of waiting 
in the house. Before announcing the ad- 
journment the speaker appointed thecom- 
mittee on rules. It consists of the same 
members as composed it in the Fifty-sec- 
ond congress, exci'pt that Mr. Outhwaite 
is substituted for Mr. McMillan. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. U.—Congress has 
settled down to debate with a degree of 
expedition almost unknown in its history, 
and with an apparent determination that 
promises well for the outcome. 


Tho program in tho house has been 
definitely fixed by the adoption of tho 
order introduced Friday last by Mr. Bland. 
Time will be devoted exclusively to the 
consideration of the silver question under 
the rules of the last house gtiverning gen- 
eral debate. 
Notwithstanding tho 
ap- 
parent lack of interest in the discussion 
manifested by members Saturday, the 
number of applicants for recognition al- 
ready on tho speaker's list demonstrates 
that tho period allotted to tho debate— 
eleven days under the general rules, and 
three days under the five minute rule'— 
will bo all occupied. Thero are now be- 
tween ninety and a hundred names en- 
rolled by the speaker, the great majority 
of whom probably expect to talk the full 
hour allowed by the rule. There are a 
number, however, who have stipulated 
for shorter periods, generally twenty min- 
utes or half an hour. 
If it appears that 
the time for debate will be too short to 
accommodate all who wish to speak night 
Fessions will be, held bo lengthen 
the 
period, but this expedient, it is believed, 
will not become necessary before next 
week, with the expiration of which the de- 
bate will close. 


WASUINGTON, Aug. 15.—The free and 
unlimited coinage of both gold and silver, 
without 
discrimination 
against 
either 
metal, found a strong and eloquent advo- 
cate in the senate yesterday in the person 
of Mr. Vest, of Missouri, who made a 
three hours' speech on that topic, based on 
a resolution offered by him last Tuesday. 
Mr. Vest made it very plain that he would 
resist tho last extremity, the repeal of the 
Shei-man act. unle)=is that 
repefvl was 
coupled with bimetallism. A bill was in- 
tToduced by Mr. Voorhees, of Ijidiaua, and 
was referred to the finance committee, of 
which he is chairnjan, allowing national 
banks to issue noi.es to the par value of 
the bonds deposited or to be deposited in 
the treasury, uot to exceed, however, the 
paid in capital stock of the banks. 
This 
bill was accompanied by a letter from the 
secretary of the treasury approving it, and 
stating that Its passage would at ouco in- 
crease the national bank issue on the 
bonds already deposited by $19,000,000. 
Bome important resolutions were offered 
and laid aside for future action, one by 
Mr. Hill, of Nevr York, restricting legis- 
lation at the present session to 
financial 
fcubjects, and two by Senators Mitchell, of 
Oregon, and GalHnger, of New Hamp- 
shire, that there shall be no change in the 
tariff laws during this congress, 
Four 
notable bills were introduced, as follows: 
By Mr. liilJ, repealing federal ©lection 
laws; the repeal, however, not to afflict any 
proceeding or prosecution now pending 
under said act.

Anotlier Hotel Fire Horror. 


CHICHGO, Aug. 15.—A hotel fire result- 
ing in the death of a number of guests 
ot'cnrred yesterday. 
The fire was iu the 
Seuiite hotel, a three story structure on 
Madison street near Fifth avenue. 
One 
man jumped from a window in the top 
story and was killed. The hotel contained 
thirty-six rooms and Jield thirty guests 
when the fire broke out. The rooms were 
Boparateu by fiimsy wooden partitions, and 
proved first class food for fire. Five people 
were killed and three others were so badly 
injured that they can scarcely recover. 
The dead are: H. Godfrey, 7 years.son of J. 
Godfrey, a hardware merchant of Little 
Rock, Ark., burned. Edward Short, of 
Chicago, gambler, burned and jumped 
from rear window. Unknown woman. 5 
feet 6 inohes in height, burned; removed 
from bed by firemen, Unk'nown man. 5 
feet 8 inches in height, burned in bed. Un- 
known-man, removed to County hospital 
unconscious; died fifteen minutes after 
arrival. 


Miiiuoapolis' Dig Fire. 


MINNEAPOLIS, 
Aug. M.—Two million 
dollars worth of property -went uu in 
flames 
yesterday 
afternoon. 
Over 200 
houses are burned and at least 1,500 per- 
sons rendered homeless. This is the record 
made by the destroying element in tho 
space of two hours. The fire gained such 
headway that no human agency could 
quench it, and only a change in the direc- 
tion of the wind prevented an awful con- 
flagration.

Northmen, that those born near the 
sound of manv waters are endowed 
with a natural gift of music, made the 
Vik fiddlers sought far and wide for 
the June merry-makings of St. John's 
t>te; and before many houses in the 
little village the Wolmar fire burned 
brightly in token of the noisy betrothal 
within.

Abnormal size seems to be the central 
idea of the wholo conception, and al- 
most every building contains, besides 
exhibits collectively t p^reat, single ob- 
jects eclipsing all others of the kind 
yet known. 
In strurtures themselves, 
this typo is shown by the Manufactures 
«nd Liberal Arts Building, which pos- 
sesses 
dimensions 
hitherto 
unap- 
proached in the history of architec- 
ture. 


It is 1687 feet, or nearly one-third 
of a mile, in length, by 787 feet in 
width; the ground floor has an area of 
over thirty acres; the central hall is 
1280 feet by 380 feet, and this space is 
covered by one tremendous roof 237 
feet high in the middle and wholly in- 
dependent of central support. 
The 
great trusses sustaining it have a span 
of 382 feet. 
The buildiiig is three 
times as large as bt, Peter's in Rome. 
The pyramid of Cheops could be piled 
up inside its walls, and the Roman 
Colosseum, which seated 80,000 per- 
fions, would occupy but one-sixth of its 
space. 
To look even casually at half 
the exhibits in such a place is out of 
the question; both mind and body are 
unequal to it. 
The roof is reached by 
elevators, naturally of the world's 
greatest. 
As one ascends, the throng 
below is no longer of human beings, 
but pigmies moving in and out of toy 
bazaars. 
Upon the roof is the great 
promenade, half a mile in length. 
At 
the corners are the four largest search- 
lights yet made, one of which has an 
illuminating power equal to that of 
194,000,000 candles. 
It throws its 
light upon Milwaukee, ninety miles 
to the north, and for Lincoln Park, 
but fifteen miles distant, it is almost a 
noonday sun. 


Everything is immense—fearfully 
and wonderfully iminense. 
Over in 
the Agricultural Building, across the 
Grand Basin, one is reduced relatively 
to about the size of a rat before a 
monster 
cheese 
weighing 
22,000 
pounds. 
This was made at one of the 
Government 
experimental 
dairy 
stations in the Dominion of Canada. 
It was brought to Chicago on a special 
train, timed to stop at various places 
en route, and bear upon its outer case 
the autographs and afifectionate god- 
speed of thousands of farmers who went 
to see its triumphal progress. 
Prom 
Chicago it goes to the great house of 
Lipton & Co., and will then travel over 
the British Isles, the wonder of won- 
ders to the English yokel. It is rather 
remarkable, considering its size, that 
its quality should grade up, as it does, 
with the best fancy cheese. 
In the 
Dominion there are over 1500 success- 
ful co-operative factories. 
The Gov- 
ernment has five large experimental 
stations, and does much to advance 
the industry. 
Perhaps that accounts 
for the fact of Canada's exporting more 
pheese than the United States, 


A little 
distance 
on is another 
enormity. 
This is a temple, thirty- 
eight feet high, made of 30,000 pounds 
of chocolate. 
Under the dome sits a 
iinely executed figure of Germania after 
the famous bronze statue at the Nie- 
derwald, on the Rhine. 


Near one entrance in the Transpor- 
tation Building is the model, to all a]^- 
j)earance real, of the largest steam ham- 
mer in the world. 
It represents the 
one used by the Bethlehem Steel Com- 
pany of Pennsy vania. 
The falling part 
of the hammer alone weighs 125 tons 
and has a dr<ip of liJi feet. 
With this 
hammer the largest armor plates are 
made, exceeding in size, probably, any 
manufactured by rolling. 


Further on in the Baldwin Locomo- 
tive Works exhibit is the last and great- 
est of railway engines. 
This is a kind 
known as a decapod, and ifl several 
sizes above the big engines cijled mo- 
guls. 
It has five connecting driving- 
wheels on either side and weighs lOO 
tons. 
After the Fair it will bcr used on 
the Erie Road, 


In the Mining Building mav be seen 
the largest nugget of gold in^j;istonce, 
the MaitlandBar nugget, which weighs 
344,78 ounces, contains 313 ounces of 
fine gold, and has a value of $6000. 
Several larger nuggets have been found 
find are shown by model, but this is 
the real metal. 
In the same building 
is the largest piece of coal ever taken 
out. 
The block weighs twelve fons 
and has been shipped here from Wigan, 
England, where it was mined. 


In the Machinery Hall is the enor- 
mous Westinghouse electric lighting 
p l a n t . 
Thjs is the largest installation 
in the world, and consists of twelve 
dynamos, each supjjlying electricity 
for 10,000 lights of 16-Cttndle power, 
or for 16,0UU when forced to the 
most capacity. 
The 
Westinghomw 
Company has also the largest and most 
perfect switch-board ever used. 
This 
is made uiJ of 26 dynamo panels and 
40 feeder panels. 


Near by is a marvel in the way of a 
belt. 
It is of three-ply, oak-tanned 
leather, 8^ feet wide by 203 feet long. 
One can scarcely imagine what giant 
machinery such a belt is to turn, yet it 
has its use, as with few exceptn^ns 
these great tilings are made under 


contract, and not primarily for exl^l^ 
bition. 


They represent the growing needi 
and powers of the times. 


In the Shoe and Leather Buildinn 
the objects most noticeable for size are 
three hides. 
One, that of a bullock, 
contains 250 square feet of leather. 1\ 
is split into four layers, but left joined 
at the neck, and while so intact each 
layer has been beautifully dressed in n 
different color. 
The whole may bo 
fairly considered the highest point yet 
attained in tanning and dressing. 


Another is that of a walrus, and 
weighs, tanned, 300 pounds. 
On ac- 
count of its great thickness of one and 
a half inches the tanning required 
three years. 
The third and largest 
hide ever tanned is that of an enor- 
mous elephant. 
This 
weighs 500 
pounds, is 20 feet from trunk to tail, 
and 17 feet at its greatest width. These 
extremely thick hides are used by such 
companies as the Meriden Britannia in 
polishing plate. 
In the same building 
is the largest piece of bark ever scaled, 
a piece of hemlock bark 12 feet 5 
inches by 6 feet 4 inches. 


In the Forestry Building is a ma- 
hogony log from Mexico 42 inches 
square and 41 f<!et in length, which, 
considering both length and thickness, 
is very remarkable. 
If the wood were 
dgured instead of having a straight^ 
grain the one log M'ould have a value 
of over $30,000. 


The largest plank in existence is 
that of a finely finished piece of Cali- 
fornia redwood sixteen feet five inches 
wide, twelve feet nine inches long, and 
five inches thick. 
It is very doubtful 
if a tree will be found to yield such an- 
other. 
A cross-section of a California 
redwoad tree exhibited, fourteen feet 
in diameter, shows from its rings that 
it was already six feet six inches in 
thickness when Columbus discovered 
America. 


In the Krupp exhibit, which has n 
building to itself, is the much-talked- 
of greatest gun of the age, a 120-ton 
rifled gun, sixteen-inch calibre and 
forty-six feet in length. 
The gun in 
for land fortification and is reputed to 
be destined ultimately for Italy. 
It ie 
said to be able to throw a projectile 
weighing one ton a distance of twenty 
miles. 
In the castle of Dover isan old 
gun bearing the legend: "Swab me 
out and keep me clean, and I'll carry a 
ball to Calais green." 
Modern war 
engines are realizing the bravado of 
ancient times. 


At the end of the Plaisance near the 
Fifty-ninth street exit is the Ferris 
wheel, the gigantic iron circle which 
supplies the place of the Eiffel Tower. 
Here the wheel of the country fair hag 
developed into a vast metal structure 
250 feet in diameter. 
To its rim great 
cars are attached, and in them one 
seems to sweep through the heavens. 
Leaving the wheel one goes home op- 
pressed and exhausted by the great 
things ho has seen, the leagues he has 
wearily wandered, and dreams perhaps 
that he is chained under the mighty 
hammer, or hides trembling from 
hideous Cyclops, whose one terrible 
eye is the colossal search light,:—Kew 
York Post.

CURING HORSE HAIR, 


For the curled hair used for mat- 
tresses the following process is used: 
The hair is first washed in hot water 
and softened , and it is then spun into 
ropes while "wet and warm and kept so 
until it gets the required set and curl. 
It is prepared for use by picking it 
apart. 
Tho ropes are hard twisted, so 
that when they are taken apart the hair 
curls up and becomes quite elastic. It 
will hardly pay to curl one*s own hair, 
as it may be purchased more cheaply 
than it can be gathered by any person 
not in the business.

"horse" hair in the market is the pro- 
duct of horned cattle, the switch of tho 
tail being used for this purpose,—New 
York Times.

CHICAGO, Aug. 10,—Four hundred col- 
Ififfo boys» who are known as chair piiBbers, 
are on strike, and the *'Gospel chariot*' 
concession is paralyzed for tho presont. 
The employes of tbo company who wheel 
visitors throuffh the grounds and build- 
ings refused to go to work bncauso Super- 
intendent Adams bad posted a notice in 
all the booths that hereafter there would 
be a reduction of 25 per ceut. in the wages 
of tho chair pushers. They have been paid 
only $1 a day for twelve to fifteen hours' 
work, with 10 per cent, on their receipts, 
and out of this they have been compelled 
to pay for their board and 
for a uni- 
form. 


Tho only reason assigned by their em- 
ployers for reducing the pay of the young 
men is the bad condition of their business, 
but there does not seem to beany justifjca- 
tion for the reduction on that score, judg- 
ing by the increased attendance now.

T R E A T I N G 
S I L V E R 
A N D 
P L A T S . 


Since so much sterling silver and 
plate enters into some part of the table 
cutlery it is necessary that one should 
also keep in mind the best methods of 
treating it, says tho Ladies* 
Home 
Journal. 
A perfectly safe substance 
for cleaning this metal will always be 
found in French whiting. 
For all 
ordinary purposes such whiting, wet 
with water, is all that is necessary ; 
but if the silver is very much dis- 
colored it should be wet with alcohol. 
This will give a brilliant polish. 
It is 
important that the materials used to 
clean silver should be perfectly free 
from any gritty substance. 
The whit- 
ing should be sifted through a hair 
sieve or a piece of muslin to insure 
against anything that might scratch 
the plate. 
Silver, as well as steel, 
must be washed perfectly clean before 
being 
rubbed 
with 
the 
polishing 
material. 
A soft silver brush will be 
required for brushing the chased and 
repousse work which is found on nearly 
,all the silver-handled knives. 


TO BANISH DUST. 


A weary and perhaps ultra-fastidious 
housekeeper, who was asked what her 
idea of heaven was, promptly re- 
sponded : 
''A place where there is no 
dust," says the Baltimore Herald, 
Ai? 
long, however, as Ave do' remain on 
this earth dust is a more aggressive 
and ever-present enemy than either 
moths or rust. At least every fortnight 
walls and cornices, the tops of windows 
and doors should have their entire 
services gone over with a clean broom 
encased in a bag of cotton flannel. 
Pinning a cloth about the broom is an 
unsatisfactory makeshift, besides which 
the fuzzy nap of the cloth catches and 
retains the dust better than old muslin, 
and does not force it to fly about the 
room only to settle somewhere else, as 
is the case when the work is done with 
a feather duster. 


Don't let your love of the beautiful 
tempt you to the use of colored 
flannel, because you want to 'see when 
it is dirty and send it to. the wash. 
Three of these bags will not be too 
many, as a broom covered with one 
is the best means for removing the 
dust each morning from jjolibhed or 
stained doors. 


KECTPES. 


Hominy Croquettes—Mix two cups 
of cold boiled harmonv with one table- 
spoonful of hot milk, the beaten yolk 
of two eggs, one teaspoonful of sugar; 
mix well, that there may be no lumpE 
of hominy left, and stand away to 
cool. 
Mix into round croquettes, roll 
in egg and bread crumbs aud fry it in 
smoking hot fat. 


Oauliliower 
with 
Cheese—Shorten 
the stems of cold-boiled cauliilowei 
and place it ou a tiat dish aud set it in 
the oven. 
When a little warmed pour 
over it about one ounce of hot clari- 
tied butter mixed with some grated 
parmesan or other cheese, and put it 
again into tlie oven and let it brown. 
Serve immediately. 


Summer Pudding—Take a pound of 
stale cake, cut in slices and lay in the 
bottom of a pudding dish. Cover with 
half a cup each of stoned raisins, 
chopped 
citron, 
candied 
cherries, 
chopj)ed figs and blanched almonds; 
put another layer of sliced cake on 
top; pour a pint of milk over with six 
beaten eggs and 
a pint of sugar. 
Steam one hour and servs yith currant 
[elly sauce. 


Vegetable Souj)—Take two potatoes, 
two onions, two turnips, one carrot 
and a little parsley chopped fine. Out 
the potatoes in quarters, slice the 
onions, cut tho turnips in ijuarters aud 
slice the carrots. 
Put all m tt atewpan 
with three i)ints o.r water and »alt to 
the tawte. 
Boil it down to one quart. 
About fifteen namutes before it is done 
add the parsley. 
Strain it and serve 
with light bread or toast. 


Boiled Beef—Lard, cover with water, 
sipmier 
two 
and 
one-half 
hours. 
Strain, cool and skim one quart of pot 
liquor, adding two each of carrots, 
turnips, sinall onions, parboiled beats, 
two cupfuis of cut string beans. 
Boil 
three-quarters of an hour, add two par- 
boiled potatoes and serve in piles 
about the meat, seasoning to taste and 
adding a httle butter. 
Make strained 
sauce of vegetable pot liqupr, thick- 
ened with braided flour.
